To which aerial story, In the form of 
repeated sayings, that American made 
brick, Senator Hoar of Massachusetts, 
who retains a place in the structure of 
American government, made objection 
by saying be wns tired of bearing 
about the United States having lately 
became a powor iu the world. That 
the power of the country was not de- 
veloped in tbe Spanish war or made 
Known to tbe world through that war, 
That the United States has been a 
power in the world and has been so 
acknowledged since the war of 1812; 
bat if Senators were to be believed 
this great country was in swaddling 
band* until tbe Spanish war. 


Continuing the Senator said in these 


Imperialist times it is hard to come to 
a conclusion about our position, or 
About our strength as a power in tbe 
world. The Senator stated the posi- 
tion of the Umted States correctly 
when he said it had been a power since 
the war of 1812. Since that war and 
the declaration of the Monroe doctrine 
no European nation has violated the 
doctrine by remaining connected with 
American territory that was not iden- 
tified with it preoeedinga declaration 
of the dootriue. The writer will lay, 
to support tbe position of the Senator, 
that there was not a soldier in the war 
of that year that did not deem himself 
a power, and when a union of opinion 
and action of tbe army in that war was 
made known, it wai sufficient to call 
Great Britain to its senses upon the 
question of impressing American sea- 
men from American decks on the high 
seas, which was a larger manifestation 
ot power tban Napoleon was able to 
make abont that time, but It bad not at 
that time become a (ad to bow down 
and worship at the feet ol royalty, 
which I* a new power there la possessed 
by the present administration and a 
majority in Oongresv, that causes the 
imperialists in these departments of 
government to believe and say that ull 
our power has been developed by tbe 
Spanish war.
